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Advisory Action 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 3/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Upon careful consideration of applicant remarks/arguments and reviewed paragraph 15 of 
applicant specification, the examiner was unable to recognized or characterized that this 
paragraph (i.e., ^ 0015) suggests or demonstrates that the "caller identification may be 
transmitted before placing a call". In fact, paragraph 15 described the same feature as in 
paragraph 0001. For clarification, the examiner includes the citation of paragraph 15 below with 
underlined key points. 

"Multiple people sharing one telephone could change the image or ring tone or 
sound associations before calling another party and be identified correctly by the 
called party. Furthermore, those receiving calls would not need to wait until after 
initiating a conversation to discover the caller's identity. Such a technology would 
protect society's privacy while maintaining an individual's right to help define his 
or her own identity 

The first key points is that the [calling party] could change the image or ring tone 
or sound (i.e., caller identity) before [placing or initiating] a call. The second key points 
is that the [called parties] do not need to wait after initiating a conversation to know the 
caller identity. None of these points teach or even remotely suggest that the "caller 
identity is transmitted before placing a call. The only suggestion is that the caller identity 
maybe changed before placing the call. Therefore, the claimed limitation "transmitting, 
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before initiating a communication with a second user" could only interpreted as 
"transmitting, before establishing communication between the two parties" (i.e., initiating 
a conversation') (see previous Office Action). 

Furthermore, should applicant insisting that the limitation "[transmitting the caller 
identity] before initiating communication with a second user" is corresponding to 
"transmitting the caller identity before placing a call", then, the claimed limitation would 
falls under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement in which the claimed subject matter was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention.
